The Sunshine State, being the only tropical 
area in the United States is in great contrast to any other 
section of our nation. Its rivers wind slowly among hun­ 
dreds of lakes in the central section from Gainsville to 
Lakeland, which, by the way, abounds in "beauty . . . In 
south Florida they are fighting an invasion of mosquitos 
this month by spraying the towns from planes, jeeps and 
boats-, (I have twenty-five bites on one arm) . . . Miami 
has an average of 126 rainy days a year, 62 of which 
are during the four summer months, during which time 
Los Angeles has an average of two rainy days. . . 
Ft. Lauderdale, where 1 am staying, is a typical Florida 
resort city of canals, bridges and tropical plants—25 miles 
north of Miami. The air temperature here yesterday was 
a humid SS and the ocean was 85—delightful for swim­ 
ming! 
The population is seasonable like Palm Springs 
(although larger) and its Rotary club has so many guests 
di; ing the top winter months that its meetings have to 
tie held on two successive days, about half the local mem­ 
bers attending one ttyy and the balance the next. 
Ft. 
Lauderdale’s city budget for the next fiscal year includ­ 
es $40,000 for publicity . . . They certainly advertise their 
hurricanes down here in Florida. Many merchants are 
advertising devices for protection from the big storms 
that sweep in on a 60 to 75 mile an hour wind—usually 
in September . . . Taxwise it's wise to live in Florida; 
they have no state income or inheritance taxes, no sales 
tax on food, clothing, medical and farm supplies, and a 
long list of other items. Everyone gets a $5000 (home­ 
stead) exemption on their home—which is based on as­ 
sessed valuation and means (hat a person can own a 
$10,000 homo tax exempt . . . The greatest difference be­ 
tween Florida and California is in the variety of climate, 
topography, industry etc., but that holds true in com­ 
paring California with any other state. For example: If 
one wants a change of climate from this stickv heat they 
must go a long ways—perhaps into Ihe Carolinas. 
We 
can get a change in a few hours from almost any place 
in California . . . Which I do like best—people ask me. 
California, of course!
